the February disaster, thousands of 
men labored on levees Saturday 
night to build them higher againit 
the rising burden of water. 
Elvers Leave Banks 


"It looks like the rising water 


will undo most of the work that 
has been done in trying to patch 
up the breaks in the levees caused 
by th* February flood," N. H. Rich 
of the U. S. Army Engineers at 
Sacramento, said. 


In the Marysville area Saturday 


about 10,000 acres of low'farm and 
dairy land was flooded. In Napa, 
toward the coast, 100 or more home* 
were isolated after the Napa river 
broke over its banks at three place* 
in the town. The families had been 
evacuated.

R. C. Wade, Sr., Of Brownsville Says This Hobby Business Is Really 


Work; Sees Finish Of Table In 1941 


BROWNSVILLE — For 
four 


years, H. C. Wade, Sr., engineer at 
the federal building here, has been 
constructing a dining table con- 
taining more than 300,000 pieces of 
wood, and he's finally beginning 
to see results. 


The curious call it a hobby, 


but Wade says its "work." 


Termed the "most patient man 


in the world," Wade, who already 
has 250,000 pieces of wood cut, »nd 
is assembling one of the leafs, 
expects to finish the job "some- 
time in 1941." 


There are 28 different species 


of wood, from the Black Walnut 
of England to birch of Japan, 
and there may be more if Wade 
decides to change the design. 


Right now he's figuring on an 


octagon dining table, a table that 


will provide 24 Inches of "elbow 
space" • for every guest. 


There are 64 pieces of wood to 


each square inch. The wood 'is 
arranged in a hue of designs, and 
is cut at various angles. 


The pieces of wood are not over 


a quarter of an inch thick. 


Taking out his pencil and paper, 


Wade figured that there will be 
one and one-half times as much 
sawdust as wood when he's fin- 
ished with the task. 


He makes his own glue, and uses 


it immediately. Glue 24 hours old 
is thrown away. His workshop in 
the rear of the house is a veritable 
hothouse, because he wants to 
keep the wood dry. 


"Why 
do you do it?" he was 


asked. 


"Well," he replied with a drawl, 


"I do it, because I want something 
to do, and I do it with a taw." 
That's about all the information 
you can get out of him. 


He built a coffee table as a 
"starter," The table has 11,288 
plec.es of inlaid wood. 


It couldn't be really called a 


"starter," however, because Wade 
has 'been building things for 33 
years since he took up the hobby 
in 1907. 


A master craftsman, his designs 


of vari-colored woods rival any- 
thing of their kind to be found. 
He builds lamp stands, and prac- 
tically anything of woodwork. 


Wade's already figuring on con- 


structing a cocktail table out of 
the odds and ends of his dining 
table when. he!s finished in 1941.

theory of mistaken identity was the 
fact that a spare tire on the Frome 
car had been slashed, apparently in 
a search for narcotics believed sec- 
reted in the casing. 
Bodies of the two women, each 


almost nude and bearing burns 
from cigars and cigarettes, were 
discovered on April 3. Both had 
been shot after undergoing the 
torture and Nancy had been cruelly 
beaten. Neither had been robbed 
nor criminally assaulted. 
Their automobile was found aban- 


doned near Balmorhea. 
The agents' theory Is that the 


women were stripped of clothing in 
the search for narcotics.

Mrs. McCanse, program director, 


described typical Easter customs 
in different lands and brought out 
particularly the prayerful celebra- 
tion in torn and threatened lands 
the past week. The hushed, before 
dawn rite* climaxed with the peal- 
ing of the organ and Joyful hymns 
in Rumania; the gathering of laurel 
for the huge fir* Good Friday 
night and celebration of Easter 
Saturday until noon, a variation of 
the usual Sunday observance and 
peculiar to Italy: the Easter greet- 
ing of "He Is Risen" nnd the re- 
sponse "He is Risen Indeed and 
Has Appeared Unto Simon" com- 
mon in Armenia at Eastcrtime, the 
garlanding of churches with flow- 
ers and th« decking of a fir tree 
placed in a window with myriads 
of blossoms, an Easter custom in 
Hungary; and many other symbolic 
customs of Easter were interesting- 
ly related by the speaker. 


Significant in her description was 
the undercurrent reVcaling that the 
usual gay festival spirit was lack- 
ing this year In most lands, be- 
ing replaced by more prayerful 
observance. 


Easter means absolutely nothing 


without Christ and lifi, was the key-
